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EDITORIAL  NOTE 


The  Index  includes  original  publications  in  all  languages,  to- 
gether with  translations  and  new  editions  in  English,  French,  German, 
and  Italian.  Offprints  of  magazine  articles  are  not  noted  if  the 
original  sources  are  accessible  to  the  compilers.  Last  year's  titles 
received  too  late  for  insertion  are  included  in  this  issue,  but  earlier 
titles  are  inserted  only  in  exceptional  cases. 

The  cooperation  of  authors  and  publishers  is  requested  in  sending 
us  particulars  of  books  and  articles  for  future  issues.  Notices 
of  omissions  or  errors  in  the  present  list  will  be  gladly  received. 
Accuracy  is  especially  desired  in  wording  of  title,  journal  or  publisher, 
volume  or  place  of  publication,  and  pagination.  Authors  will  confer  a 
favor  by  indicating  the  suitable  classification  of  such  works  as  they 
bring  to  our  notice. 

The  editor  will  welcome  suggestions  directed  toward  improving 
the  system  of  classification  or  making  the  section  headings  more 
explicit.  It  is  proposed  during  the  coming  year  to  revise  the  clas- 
sification of  Pathology.  Owing  to  the  continued  growth  of  the 
Index  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  limit  the  space  given  to 
Philosophy  and  include  only  titles  which  have  an  obvious  value  to 
psychologists. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  authors  and  editors  to  the 
following  difficulties  which  hamper  the  compilation  and  use  of  any 
bibliography: 

/.  The  same  material  sometimes  appears  in  two  forms.  In 
America  identical  articles  have  appeared  as  part  of  a  university 
series  and  also  in  some  general  series.  A  reputable  German  magazine 
appears  in  one  cover  as  a  general  Archiv  comprising  two  sections  and 
is  also  published  in  other  covers  as  two  separate  magazines.  The 
bibliographer  need  not  settle  the  ethical  question  involved,  but  he 
must  call  attention  to  the  confusion  which  this  creates  in  citations. 

2.  The  omission  of  authors'  initials  is  a  frequent  source  of  per- 
plexity. No  man  is  so  great  but  that  modesty  might  suggest  the 
claims  of  other  writers  bearing  the  same  name.  We  believe  that  the 
reading  public  has  a  right  to  know  the  initials  as  well  as  the  last 
name  of  each  contributor  to  science. 
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IV  EDITORIAL  NOTE 

J.  Accuracy  of  citation  is  greatly  assisted  where  offprints  are 
allowed  to  retain  their  original  page  numbers.  If  they  are  repaged, 
references  taken  from  them  do  not  agree  with  the  original  source, 
nor  can  the  bibliographer  list  them  correctly. 

4.  It  is  desirable  from  the  bibliographer's  standpoint  that  every 
magazine  should  number  its  volumes.  Some  scientific  magazines 
fail  to  do  this  and  can  be  cited  only  by  year.  Confusion  arises  if 
they  publish  a  supplementary  volume. — Some  magazines  which  issue 
two  volumes  per  annum  have  a  perplexing  way  of  bearing  both  an 
annual  and  a  volume  number  {e.  g.,  5th  year,  loth  volume).  This 
is  frequently  responsible  for  erroneous  citations. — Confusion  is  also 
likely  when  a  magazine  begins  a  'new  series'  with  volume  i.  The 
words  'New  Series,'  'Second  Series,'  etc.,  are  not  always  noticed 
in  copying  references,  with  the  result  than  an  author  wastes  valuable 
time  in  looking  up  a  volume  many  years  out  of  the  way.  Occasionally 
such  a  magazine  bears  both  numbers  (e.  g.,  Vol.  25,  N.  S.,  Vol.  5). 
This  is  needlessly  cumbrous.  We  suggest  that  the  'new-series'  plan 
be  abolished  altogether. 

5.  It  is  desirable  that  Russian  writers  and  others  whose  names 
are  written  in  another  alphabet  should  transliterate  them  uniformly. 
To  look  in  two  alphabetic  places  for  the  same  individual  renders 
reference  work  needlessly  complex. 

6.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  titles  of  books  and  articles  are 
much  more  luminous  than  formerly,  and  that  they  are  generally 
shorter.  Some  physiologists  still  endeavor  to  crowd  most  of  their 
work  into  the  title,  and  some  philosophers  choose  a  title  at  random 
without  reference  to  their  subject  matter.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that 
the  improvement  in  these  respects  will  continue.

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possible,  under  the  special  topics  with  which  they  deal. 
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general  works  and  under  cognate  topics  for  works  bearing  on  the 
ground  in  common. 

(3)  Each  section  is  arranged  alphabetically  according  to  authors' 
names,  diacritical  marks  and  omitted  letters  being  ignored  (6,  St., 
Mc);  prefixes  which  do  not  begin  with  a  capital  (von,  de,  etc.) 
follow  the  name.     (This  rule  applies  also  to  Index  of  Authors.) 

(4)  Names  of  magazines  are  in  italics,  followed  by  year,  volume 
(heavy  type),  and  pages;  parts  are  given  in  parenthesis,  where 
necessary. 

(5)  Shortened  forms  are  so  selected  as  to  permit  identification  of 
publishers  by  booksellers,  and  of  magazines  by  agencies;  these  abbrevi- 
ations are  recommended  for  use  in  citation,  in  preference  to  shorter, 
more  ambiguous  ones.     (See  list  in  Index  No.  13.) 

(6)  For  the  convenience  of  librarians,  a  deciinal  system  of  classi- 
fication is  indicated  in  brackets  after  each  heading. 
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acknowledged. 

Slight  changes  have  been  made  in  the  headings  of  Sections  IV:  4, 
V:  5,  VII:  4,  a,  and  VIII:  2;  they  involve  no  change  in  content,  but 
make  the  classification  more  explicit. 
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
